Mr.  Chairman,  Ladlos,  and  Gontlomon, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  tho  year  1961, 

The  health  of  tho  general  population  of  Darlaston  showed  no  significant  change  during  tho 

yoar. 

Tho  estimated  mid-year  population  of  21 ,890  showed  a decrease  of  380  on  1960.  There  wore 
327  births,  and  215  deaths.  Tho  Infectious  disease  figures  In  the  report  are  accounted  for 
mainly  by  the  numbor  of  cases  of  measles,  on  its  regular  visitation  to  our  youngor  members. 
During  April,  wo  had  the  first  case  of  acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  in  Darlaston  for  many  years. 
In  tho  period  Immediately  following  this,  over  4,000  persons  attended  tho  Darlaston  Clinic  for 
protection  against  tho  disease.  Tho  moral  Is  clear,  and  I hopo  the  lesson  has  boon  loarnod, 
and  in  future  protection  onsurod  against  poliomyelitis,  smallpox,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
tetanus,  before  any  of  those  diseases  establishes  Itself  In  our  community;  especially  as  In  tho 
latter  twe  cases  a period  can  elapse  following  Immunisation,  before  maximum  protection  develops 
against  the  disease. 


The  very  high  standard  of  meat  Inspection  was  again  maintained  during  tho  yoar,  due  to  the 
untiring  efforts  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 


I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  all  Members  of  tho  Council,  and  all  Chief  Officers  of  other 
Departments  for  their  help  and  co-oporatlon  during  tho  yoar. 

A special  word  of  thanks  Is  due  to  tho  Chairman  and  Members  of  tho  Public  Health  Committee 
for  the  very  many  ways  In  which  they  have  helped  me  during  tho  year. 

In  conclusion  I thank  Mr.Morodith  and  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  loyalty 
and  help  during  the  yoar  and  In  tho  preparation  of  this  report.

I am  Indebted  to  Mr.  Green,  Manager  of  the  Darlaston  Branch  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  for  the 
following  report 

The  level  of  employment  In  Darlaston  during  1961  remained  fairly  steady  dosplto  the  short 
tlmo  working  that  occurred  In  the  mctor-car  Industry.  The  number  of  unemployed  In  January  1961 
was  38,  and  this  flguro  rose  gradually  throughout  the  year  to  a total  of  100  In  Docombor  1961. 

This  ropresontod  a porcontago  of  unemployment  that  was  well  below  the  national  flguro.  By 
rcdoploymont  of  labour  and  tho  decreasing  of  the  amount  of  overtime  being  worked,  local  firms 
woro  able  to  avoid  any  large  scalo  rodundanclos  of  labour.  In  comparison  with  many  of  tho 
manufacturing  towns  and  cities  In  tho  Midlands,  tho  employment  position  In  Darlaston  was  well 
maintained. 

Tho  number  of  vacancies,  however,  decreased  during  the  yoar,  and  consequently  tho  number  of 
workers  placed  In  employment  was  fowor,  tho  total  number  of  placlngs  bolng  497. 

Tho  number  of  Insured  workers  employed  In  tho  area  was  approximately  18,000  a docroaso  of 
1,341  on  tho  flguro  for  1960.  A number  of  part  tlmo  women  employees  who  ooasod  to  bo  employed 
probably  accounted  for  a good  proportion  of  this  docroaso. 

Industrial  relations  between  employers  and  omployoos  continued  to  bo  good  and  tho  two  small 
Industrial  disputes  that  occurred  woro  qulokly  settled.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

Another  year  free  from  diphtheria,  A further  tribute  to  the  efficiency  of  immuhlsatlon 
against  this  disease. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

6 cases  reported.  The  disease  was  mild  in  all  cases,  an  uneventful  recovery  being  the 
general  rule, 

DYSENTERY. 

3 cases  reported,  they  wore  all  children. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

3 cases  reported,  two  girls  aged  2 years  and  5 years,  and  one  boy  aged  8 years. 

This  is  still  a serious  disease,  duo  mainly  to  the  risk  to  tho  younger  child,  and  long 
term  ill  effects  on  the  respiratory  system. 

MEASLES. 

481  casos  wore  notified,  1961  being  tho  alternative  year  when  an  epidemic  is  oynected  in 
this  area.  In  general  the  disease  was  mild. 

PNEUMONIA. 

6 casos  wore  notified,  all  in  older  people. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Thoro  were  14  casos  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  2 oases  of  non  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
notified  during  tho  year,  Thoro  was  one  death  from  this  disease  - a man  aged  36  years, 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

No  casos  notified  during  tho  year. 

■INTERIOR  POLIOMYELITIS. 

Ono  c-aso  was  notlflodj  a boy  aged  18  years,  paralytic  typo.  Ho  made  a good  recovery 
with  sofiio  residual  paralysis,  and  loads  an  active  life.

SECTION  C. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  YEAR . 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY  SERVICE. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Martin  Street,  Stafford,  doals  with  any  bacteriological  or  bio- 
chonical  investigation  of  disease  found  to  bo  necessary. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  HOSPITALS. 

Admission  to  these  hospitals  is  arranged  through  the  Public  Health  Department,  or  in  emergency, 
or,  application  by  tho  General  Practitioner  direct  to  the  hospital. 

VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

Treatment  can  bo  obtained  either  at  tho  Manor  Hospital,  Walsall,  or  the  Royal  Hospital 
Wolverhampton. 

GENERAL  HOSPITALS. 

Admission  is  arranged  by  the  General  Practitioner  direct  with  tho  hospital. 

MATERNITY  HOSPITAL. 

The  patient's  doctor  arranges  admission  as  necessary  on  medical  grounds.  If  admission  on  any 
other  grounds  is  thought  desirable,  application  should  be  made  to  tho  Jane  Mills  Institute,  Rectory 
Avenue,  Darlaston,  or  the  Bentley  Ante-nntal  Clinic,  Churchill  Road,  Bentley. 

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

INFANT  WELFARE  CLINICS. 

Those  arc  held  at  Jano  Mills  Institute,  Rectory  Avenue,  Darlaston,  on  Monday  and  Thursday 
afternoons  each  week,  and  also  at  tho  Clinic,  Churchill  Road,  Bentley,  on  Friday  afternoon. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS. 

A weekly  session  is  hold  at  tho  Jano  Mills  Institute,  Rectory  Avenue,  Darlaston,  on  Wednesday 
mornings,  and  at  tho  Clinic,  Churchill  Road,  Bentley,  on  afternoons  of  tho  2nd  and  4th  Tuesday  in 
oach  month. 

HEALTH  VISITORS. 

Tho  Health  Visitors  working  in  this  district  can  usually  be  contacted  at  tho  Jano  Mills  Institute, 
(James  Bridge  2923)  during  tho  day,  and  they  also  attend  tho  ^bovc  clinics, 

DOMESTIC  HELP.  i 

Tho  service  for  this  district  is  administered  by  tho  Area  Medical  Officer,  20  Hydes  Road, 
Wodnosbury  - Telephone  No:  Wodnosbury  0961/2.  Tho  service  is  provided  whore  necessary  in  cases 
of  sickness,  childbirth,  infirmity,  or  other  household  omorgonclos. 

DISTRICT  NURSES. 

There  are  three  dlstrlot  nurses  practising  in  tho  district.  When  tholr  services  aro  required 
tho  family  doctor  will  normally  make  tho  arrangement.

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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 

(a)  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  usually  rarried  out  by  the  General  Practitioner. 

(b)  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  and  Tetanus  is  performed  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Clinics  each  week,  mostly  on  children  between  the  ages  of  6 weeks  and  12  months. 

(c)  Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis.  Special  sessions  wore  arranged  as  the  vaccine  became 
available  for  those  in  the  selected  ago  groups.  The  present  arrangement  is  that  there 
is  an  open  session  held  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic,  Rectory  Avonuo,  Darlaston,  on  the 
first  Wednesday  on  every  month,  between  the  hours  of  5.30  p.m.  to  7.30  p.m,,  and  as  nooded 
at  tho  new  Clinic,  Churchill  Road,  Bentley.  No  appointment  is  requirod,  and  people  up  to 
the  ago  of  40  years  aro  ologiblo.

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOODS. 

Feed  Poisoning. 

During  tho  latter  part  of  tho  year  there  was  a food  poisoning  outbreak  at  a factory  canteen  in  tho 
district.  Of  tho  total  number  of  persons  (240)  who  consumed  the  meal  in  question,  97  showed  symptoms, 
and  of  these  24  lived  in  Darlaston.  Tho  illness  was  mild  with  a short  incubation  period,  tho  average 
being  9 hours.  Tho  duration  of  the. Illness  was  also  short,  being  on  average  24  hours. 

Specimens  were  submitted  from  all  suspoct  cases  and  food  handlers;  and  finger  SBiabs  and  noso  swabs 
were  taken  where  indicated.  Food  samples  wore  submitted  for  examination  but  thoro  wore  no  loft  overs 

of  tho  suspect  steak  and  kidney  pic,  which  was  tho  only  common  dish  consumed  in  all  cases. 

In  spite  of  those  extensive  investigations,  tho  organism  responsible  for  tho  outbreak  was  not 
isolated,  though  Clostridium  wclchil  was  strongly  suspected  as  tho  causative  organism. 

Advice  was  given  on  the  preparation  and  serving  of  food,  on  hygiene  standard  of  the  staff,  and 
on  tho  correct  usage  of  refrigeration,  to  prevent  a recurrence.

HOUSING. 

I am  grateful  to  Mr. Knight,  Housing  Manager,  for  the  following  roport:- 

Only  13  units  of  accommodation  wore  let  in  1961  , although  at  the  end  of  tho  year  91  houses 
and  flats  were  under  construction.  Those  lot  consisted  of:-

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


Water  Supply. 

The  main  part  of  Darlaston's  water  supply  comos  from  tho  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company, 
and  the  romaindor  is  supplied  by  tho  Wolverhampton  Water  Undertaking.  Regular  samples  were 
taken  during  tho  year  and  found  to  bo  satisfactory  In  quality  and  quantity. 

I am  indebted  to  R.H. Taylor  Esq. ,B. Sc, ,M. I .C. E. .Engineer  in  Chief,  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Company  for  tho  following  report 


1.  The  water  supply  to  tho  Urban  District  of  Barlaston  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity, 

2.  The  supply  is  obtained  from  groups  of  pumping  stations  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Cannock 
and  Lichfield  and  from  surface  sources  outside  the  Urban  District, 

5,  Water  from  all  sources  is  examined  regularly  both  bacteriologi-cally  and  chemically, 
and  whore  treatment  is  practised,  both  before  and  after  treatment. 


4,  During  1961,  96  of  tho  99  samples  taken  from  two  of  the  pumping  stations  from  which  a 
large  proportion  of -the  water  normally  supplied  is  obtained,  wore  free  from  all  types  of 
coliform  bacteria. 


5.  Routine  samples  from  tho  waterman's  house  in  Slater  Street  Darlaston  wore  examined  and 
twelve  samples  wore  all  free  from  coliform  bacteria.  These  samples  wore  also  examined 
chemically  and  tho  average  results  for  1961  wore  as  follows:-

The  water  is  not  liable  to  plumbo-solvency , the  12  samples  from  tho 
w-aterman' s house  being  free  from  any  detectable  quantity  of  lead. 


Chlorination  Is  practised  at  most  of  the  pumping  stations,  largely  as  a precautionary 
measure.  Emergency  chlorination  is  performed  in  cases  of  emergency  such  as  burst  mains  etc., 
and  special  staff  and  apparatus  are  available  for  this  purpose. 
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SEWAGE  WORKS. 

I am  grateful  to  tho  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the  following  information. 

"Capacity  of  the  Darlaston  Sowage  Works  is  for  a population  of  21,000  producing  25  gallons 
of  scworago  per  head  per  day,  which  is  a total  dry  weather  flow  of  525,000  gallons  per  day. 

No  adjustment  to  the  works  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year.  The  position  has 
deteriorated  somewhat  during  the  past  12  months,  but  the  Council  have  now  approved  a scheme 
for  the  diversion  of  the  flow  from  the  James  Bridge  area  into  the  Walsall  sewerage  system. 

This  will  relieve  the  Darlaston  Sowage  Works  to  a slight  degree  and  should  somewhat  restore 
the  position." 


PUBLIC  BATHS. 

The  building  is  of  modern  construction  and  design,  by  virtue  of  which  it  compares  favourably 
with  any  in  the  Midlands. 

Full  provision  is  made  for  filtering,  heating,  and  sterilising  the  133,000  gallons  of  water 
contained  in  the  swimming  pool.  The  source  of  the  water  is  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks,  and 
there  is  a.  4 hour  turnover  of  the  full  pool.  Sterilisation  is  by  break  point  chlorination,  and  in 
addition  to  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis  carried  out  at  the  County  and  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Stafford,  there  arc  frequent  checks  on  the  chlorination  each  day. 

Slipper  and  shower  baths  arc  available,  and  afford  a useful  sorvlco,  being  used  regularly  by 
people  whose  accommodation  lacks  these  facilities. 

Bacteriological  examinations  showed  no  collform  bacilli  per  100  ml. 

Chemical  analyses  were  equally  satisfactory.

SECTION  H. 

HOME  SAFETY. 

EXHIBITION. 

As  part  of  Darlaston's  safety  week,  the  Health  Department  organised  a Homo  Safety  Section. 

Various  methods  of  accident  prevention  were  illustrated,  and  particular  attention  was  devoted  to 
tho  very  young  and  the  very  old,  as  the  vast  majority  of  homo  accidents  occur  in  those  age  groups. 

While  a number  of  children  and  active  adults,  many  of  whom  wore  probably  already  aware  of  homo 
hazards,  attended  the  exhibition,  tho  old  and  physically  Incapacitated  living  in  cjhsatlsfactory  houses, 
and  tho  busy  young  howbowivos  with  young  children,  have  some  difficulty  in  turning  out  to  an  exhibition 
of  this  kind.  A good  case  can  bo  made  for  more  emphasis  on  homo  safety  by  tho  domiciliary  services 
in  order  to  cover  this  particularly  susceptible  group  who  so  badly  neod  our  help  and  advice,  and  to 
reduce  tho  24  deaths  which  occur  overy  day  in  homo  accidents  in  England  and  Wales,  in  addition  to 
•on  ovor  Incroaslng  number  of  serious  non-fatal  accldonts.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1961. 

Mr, Chairman,  Ladies,  and  Gontlcmon, 

Once  again  it  was  necessary  to  apportion  priorities  in  carrying 
out  the  Department's  wide  range  of  duties,  and  again  meat  Inspection  was  felt  to  bo  the  most 
urgent  task.  Every  effort  was  made  to  ensure  a satisfactory,  disease  free  output  of  meat  from 
the  local  slaughterhouses,  and  100^  meat  Inspection  was  carried  out.  The  time  remaining  was 
shared  between  urgent  problems,  none  of  which  was  over  neglected,  and  routine  preventive  inspections. 
It  is  essential  that  this  emphasis  should  be  reversed,  and  that  routine  preventive  work  should 
eliminate  much  of  the  stop  gap  curative  work  which  is  now  having  to  bo  dono.  With  a full  staff 

there  is  every  likelihood  that  this  state  of  affairs  will  bo  brought  several  stages  nearer  in  1962. 

Slum  ©learance  was  slowed  down  by  several  factors,  but 
nevertheless  there  was  always  a largo  number  of  families  awaiting  rehousing  from  unfit  houses, 
and  to  have  added  to  this  list  without  the  possibility  of  reasonably  rapid  re-housing  would  have 
been  u*falr  to  both  tenant- and- landlord.  During  the  year  6 unfit  houses  were  made  completely  fit 

by  the  Council,  in  default- of  the  owner.  This  typo  of  work  is  very  effective,  but  rising  costs 

of  repairs  and  low  values  of  tenanted  houses  make  the  economic  factor  one  to  bo  carefully  considered 
when  suc%  work  is  envisaged.  A number  of  houses  wore  again  improved,  invariably'  by  owner  occupiers. 
So  far  as  Council  housoswor®  concerned,  the  Housing  Visitor  concentrated  on  sub-standard  houses,  and 
achieved  considerable  al-1  round  improvements. 

Food  premises,  apart  from  the  slaughterhouses,  were  Inspected 
less  frequently  than  is  desirable,  and  the  personal  standards  of  many  food  handlers  were  found  to 
be  too  low.  Regulations  in  themselves  cannot  ensure  true  food  hygiene  without  a sincere  desire 
for  cleanliness  on  the  part  of  the  staffs  of  food  premises,  and  this  should  be  an  Important  part 
of  management  and  duties. 

Little  progress  was  made  in  the  implementation  of  Smoke  Control 
areas.  A_ programme  has  been  approved,  but  the  necessary  inspections  have  not  yet  been  carried  out. 
That  such  a programmo  is  necessary  can  be  shown  on  any  cool  autumn  evening  in  the  residential  areas 
of  the  town,  when  smoke  from  domestic  chimneys  can  be  seen  spreading  throughout  tho  streets,  after 
being  discharged  at  a low  level,  and  at  a low  temperature  from  dwelling  house  chimneys. 

To  summarise  - tho  year  1961  was  one  of  keeping  services  going 
without  neglecting  any  urgent  duties,  but  without  progressing  in  tho  preventive  work  which,  in  tho 
long  term,  Is  of  equal  Importance. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Health 
Committee,  the  Members  of  the  Council,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  members  of  the  staff  for 
their  co-operation  and  assistance  during  the  year.

(For  Council-owned  property) 

There  is  a reduction  in  the  total  number  of  visits  made,  due  to  the  completion  of  the 
preliminary  survey  of  all  Council  houses,  and  to  a consequent  Increase  in  the  number  of  visits 
made  to  sub-standard-  houses.  The  visiting  of  sub-standard  houses  is  the  most  important 
aspect  of  the  Housing  Visitor’s  work,  and  this  Increase  shows  the  additional  time  now  being 
spent  on  educating,  encouraging ,' 'and  rriarntalning  the  efforts  of,  the  occupiers  of  these  houses. 
In  a gratifying  number  of  -cases  the  frequency  of  visits  to  such  houses  has  been  reduced  from 
fortnightly  to  half  yearly,  but  there  is  still  a hard  core  of  houses  where  the  tenants  cannot, 
or  will  not,  improve  without  constant ' supervision.  In  many  of  these  cases  there  is  close 
cc-bperaticn  between  the- Housing, Visitor  and  the  various  Health  Visitors,  School  Welfare 
Officers,  N.S.P.C.C.  and  other  bodies  v/hose  aim  is  to  assist  such  families. 

In  addition  there  has  been  an  increase  In  the  number  of  visits  to  old  people  living  alone, 
where  valuable  li-ason  work  is  dene  between  the  tenants  and  such  organisations  as  the  Home  Help 
Service,  National  Assistance,  and  in  other  cases  the  General  Practitioner.

Every  carcase  and  all  offal  was  Inspected  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of 
Memo  3/Food,  which  put  a considerable  strain  on  the  resources  of  the  Department, 
particularly  during  tho  latter' half  of  the  ye'ar,  when  staff  shortage  was  most  serious. 
Sunday  and  evening  inspection  was  again  necessary  to  maintain  100^'  inspection. 

There  was  a reduction  in  tho  amount  of  meat  found  to  be  unfit,  although  over  4-J  tons 
was  totally  condemned,  and  a further  12  tons  was  released  after  refrigeration.

UNFIT  FOOD.-

tins  of  meat. 

During  tho  year  2 cwts  0 qrs  17  lbs  6^  oz,  of  a wldo  range  of  foods  (other  than  moat 
inspected  at  tho  slaughterhouses)  was  certified  as  unfit,  voluntary  surrender  accepted  and 
disposal  arranged.

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OISPOSAL  OF  UNFIT  FOOD. 

Tinned  goods  which  are  not  suitable  for  disposal  are  transported  to  the  Town  Hall  Yard 
where  a workman  smashes  the  tins  to  render  the  contents  unusable.  The  resultant  articles 
are  then  conveyed  to  the  Council's  controlled  tip  where  they  are  deposited  at  the  base  of  the 
working  face,  and  tho  day's  refuse  deposited  on  top  and  consolidated  to  ensure  there  is  no 
nuisance  from  fly  breeding  or  smells  and  no  opportunity  given  for  rat#  to  food  on  this  food. 
Items  suitable  for  burning  are  destroyed  in  the  Council's  incinerator. 

The  bulk  of  tho  unfit  moat  from  the .slaughterhouse  is  stained  with  a special  green  dye 
before  removal  to  a licensed  processing  factory  in  an  adjoining  Authority.  Every  precaution 
is  taken  to  regulate  tho  handling  of  unfit  food  to  ensure  that  it  is  not  diverted  from  the  . 
proper  channels.  There  exists  a very  high  degree  of  co-operation  between  the  traders  in  tho 
town  and  tho  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  which  ensures  adequate  disposal  of  any  unfit  food.
